HELSINKI (UPI) ~ Saying ‘‘peace is not a piece of 
paper,” President Ford today urged large cuts in East 
and West bloc military forces and challenged the Com­ 
munists to honor the Helsinki summit pledge of 
ropect for human ri^ts.

delegates rose for a 30-second ovation when 
the brief signing ceremony — and the summit itself — 
concluded. 
In a 20-minute address near the conclusion of the 
three-day security summit. Ford repeatedly shook his 
finger for emphasis and warned his colleagues they 
must carry out the d o c u m e n t’s grand humanitarian 
pledges or risk bitter popular backlash at home.

The Finlandia Hall audience heard Ford out in 
silmce and then gave him a 40-second final ovation — 
perhaps Uie longest salute of the three-day con­ 
ference. Leonid I. Brezhnev, the Soviet Communist 
party chief, clapped heartily even though the thrust 
and tone of Ford’s remarks ran counter to his own call 
Thursday for each nation to mind its own political 
business. 
A Soviet delegation source said the Russians con­ 
sidered Ford’s remarks "positive and realistic.” 
The President himself told UPI, “I’m glad it’s over, 
but it went very well.” 
Mindful of criticism that the summit document 
ratifies Soviet domination of Eastern Europe in return 
for vague promises of respect for human fights. Ford 
put heavy stress on the ne«l for practical followup ac­ 
tion. 


“Peace is not a piece of paper,” he said. “Detente... 
must be a two-way street.” 
He referred specifically to the stalled East-West 
negotiations on mutual reduction of military forces in 
Central Europe, which have made little headway in 
two years. 
“It is now time to reduce substantially the high 
levels of military forces stationed in Central Europe.” 
Ford said, and he offered to meet the Soviets halfway 
to break the stklemate. 
“'The United States stands ready to demonstrate 
flexibility in moving these negotiations forward, if 
others will do the same. An agreement that enhances 
mutual security is feasible — and essential.” 
He also promised Washington and Moscow would 
give top priority to further limitation of nuclear arma­ 
ments. 
In a section he addressed directly “to the countries 
of the East,” Ford said the summit’s pledge to ad­ 
vance basic human freedoms must be put into prac­ 
tice. 
“ We must take these words and this work 
seriously,” he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - With a sur­ 
prise spurt of jobs for teen-agers and 
women, the nation’s unemployment rate 
dropped 0.2 of a percentage point to 8.4 
per cent in July, the Labor Department 
said today. 
In an encouraging announcement for 
the recovering economy that many 
Labor officials had not expected, the 
government said 630,000 persons were 
added to the job rolls last month. It was 
the biggest jump since 643,000 persons 
found jobs 30 months ago in February, 
1973. 
Total employment went up to 8S.1 mil­ 
lion persons in July from 84.4 million in 
June in the face of normal summer busi­ 
ness doldrums, the report said. The 
number of unemployed was 7.8 mil­ 
lion, down 100,000 from June. 
Although the report said hard-core un­ 
employment increased last month, it in­ 
dicated al(Hig with other recent eco­ 
nomic barometers that the economy has 
staMlized after its worst plunge since the 
Depression. 


Federal funds may rebuild channel

Local soil conservation officials have 
launched a bid for federal monies to 
enlarge and improve Miguelito Channel, 
west of Lompoc, as insurance against the 
threat of potential flooding. 
Congressman Robert J. Lagomarsino 
will visit Lompoc on Aug. 21 to tour the 
flood channel in response to an appeal by 
Max Wilson, president of the I^mpoc 
Resource (Conservation District. A 
I j gomarsino aide, Monte Winkler has 
reportedly sent w ord,that “ some 
progress” has been made to pry loose the 
federal monies needed for the job. 
Winkler was on vacation this week and 
could not be reached for comment. 
The bid by Wilson reserves a position 
he took about three years ago when he 
said he could not in good conscience 
recommend that the Miguelito contract 
be re<^)ened for enlargement. He told 
The Record at that time that the cost of 
improvement had escalated so far above 
the figure of $2.460 million computed in 
1966, that it was unrealistic. 
This week, Wilson said the improve­ 
ment project would provide needed jobs 
for unemployed workers and at the same 
time meet a growing threat of flooding in 
west valley areas. New construction in 
western portions of The City of Lompoc 


will add additional flood waters to the 
already outdated flood control channel 
and more construction is reportedly in 
the works. 
San Miguelito Channel was built in 1951 
to carry runoff waters from Lompoc and 
from Miguelito Canyon to the Santa Ynez 
River and thus protect several thousand 
acres of west valley agriculture from an­ 
nual flooding. 
'The channel was designed to c ar^ 
1,575 cubic feet a second, or what was in 
1951, floodwater yield from a once-in-25- 
year storm. In 1965, floodwaters from 
subdivided areas of The City of Lompoc 
plus canyon runoff amounted to a poten­ 
tial of 6.400 c.f.'s., or about four times the 
design capacity of the channel. 
Wilson says the improvement project 
has been in planning stages almost since 
the facility was built. In 1965, a con­ 
certed effort to reopen the contract for 
the improvement failed in competition 
with other projects elsewhere. Ad­ 
ditional effort was made through the late 
1960s and then went into limbo until 
about two years ago when Wilson and the 
late Councilman Sol Lefkowitz reac­ 
tivated the appeal. 
Wilson says funds for the improvement 
are already appropriated, but still have 
to be authorized for use. Lagomarsino 
and Sens. John V. Tunney and Alan 


Cranston will prove to be valuable fac­ 
tors in the acquisition of the funds, but 
the key may very well be Rep. Jamie 
Whitten who is chairman of various flood 
control committees. 
Wilson says other factors in the total 
Miguelito Channel picture are already in 
place. The City of Lompoc has agreed to 
shoulder its obligation to pay for the in­ 
creased size of the bridges that will be 
needed to correspond with a larger chan­ 
nel; county flood control chief James 
Stubchaer says the Lompoc flood control 
district budget has about $20,000 that 
could be u s^ for a portion of the fen­ 
cing; and county flood cwitrol sources 
have already scheduled an «ilargement 
of the debris basin that sits at the 
southern terminus of the channel, south 
of Olive Avenue and 0 Street. 
In a letter to Lagomarsino dated July 
29, Wilson says, “The Soil Conservation 
Service needs letters from the Public 
Works Committees of the Senate and 
House, saying that they have reviewed 
the project work plan and that toe ser­ 
vice is authorized to proceed with con­ 
struction. Additional funding will not be 
necessary, since construction work 
would be done under existing P.L. 534.” 
Then Wilson closed his letter: “I think 
you will agrw that 10 years is long 
enough to wait for a decision.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - With 
Congress preparing to leave for a 
month’s recess. President Ford said to­ 
day he will veto the proposed six-month 
extension of oil price controls. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said in Helsinki, where Ford was at- 
tendteig toe European security summit, 
that any sharp price hik^ in gasoline 
and heating oil tlds fall should be blamed 
on Congress. 
“I think Americans are now aware of 
the energy problem, ” he said. ^The 
President is trying to solve it. Congress 
if trying to bl<K^ it.” 
Congress cleared legislation this week 
to extend price controls on some 
domestic oil for six months past the Aug. 
31 cutoff date - after it killed Ford’s 


compromise proposal to gradually lift 
controls over 39 months. 
'The bill to extend «mtrols on more 
than half of the nation’s domestic oil pas­ 
sed by a strong vote in both the House 
and Senate, indicating toe possibility of a 
veto overriide after the August recess.

Pest insect still 


thriving in Lompoc

(This is the first of a two-part series examining a lingering agricultural pest 
that threatens Lompoc Valley lettuce crops). 
The European Lettuce Root Aphid is alive and well in Lompoc 
The tiny winged insect, which can do the valley’s multi-million dollar iceberg 
lettuce crop severe damage, is still around And so are the Lombardy Poplar 
trees, upon which it is almost totally dependent for life 


The aphid, which has probably 
been around since the poplars were 
first introduced into the area, began

J. Donald Adam, former publisher of 
the Loirtpoc Record, died yesterday fol­ 
lowing a lengthy illness in Walnut Creek, 
Calif.

to attract attention in 1973, when it 
was identified as the culprit in the 
loss of K acres of valley lettuce the 
year before 
Since then, the aphid has loomed 
ominously in the background as 
farmers gamble each year that it 
won't do too much damage to the 
crop 
The aphid is a finicky little critter 
that feeds on nothing but iceberg let­ 
tuce roots during the summer 
months and spends the winters in 
the bark and on the stems of the 
Lombardy poplars, which like the 
insect, is a European import 
An extrem ely tiny insect, 
probably not much more than a mil­ 
limeter in size, it emerges from 
galls on the stems of the poplars 
right in the middle of the harvest 
season and proceeds to the fields 
Carried by favorable winds to the 
fields, the aphids then go un­ 
derground where they are, for all in­ 
tents and purposes, invulnerable 
Unlike many other pests, once they 
get in the fields, there’s not much 
that can be done to prevent them 
from wreaking havoc. 
So far the aphids haven't damaged 
any large amounts of lettuce in the 
two years since they were dis­ 
covered and identified, according to 
Jim Cobum. manager of Coastal Ag 
Chemical Co. and local aphid ex­ 
pert 
“Last year, 16 acres were not cut 
because of aphid damage but the 
market was bad so the grower didn’t 
lose much. The year before that, we 
lost about 30 acres but again the 
price of lettuce on the market 
wasn’t good so you didn’t hear too 
much about it,” Coburn said. 
And so far this year, there has 
been no damage discovered.he says. 
"We haven’t found any yet.” 
Cobum said. “I don’t think we’ll see 
until midway or the end of the 
month what’s happened” 
Cobum noted “the potential is 
there to wipe out a whole field.” 
What makes the aphids such a 
tough customer for the farmer to 
deal with is its apparent in­ 
vulnerability once in toe field. 
Once it gets into the root system 
of toe lettuce, nothing seems to 
work. Currently used chemicals 
have little or no effect, at least dur­ 
ing the most crucial part of toe 
year. Parathion can be disced into 
the ground at planting but it works 
for only a short time. 
By far the most successful 
methods of controlling the aphids 
have been to hit them in the part of 
their lifecycle spent in the Lom­ 
bardy Poplars, Cobum said. In fact, 
it is only the aphids lifecycle that 
makes it vulnerable at all. 
During the 50 days or so that it 
lives, the aphid progresses from lar­ 
vae to adult and then repeats the cy­ 
cle. In the fall, the adults leave the 
lettuce fields for the poplars. Then 
they lay eggs in the crevices on the 
trees. 
About March, wingless “stem 
mothers” make their way to the 
newly developing stem growth on 
the leaf stems of toe poplars where 
they form galls — large reddish 
swellings. In this way another aphid 
generation begins. The galls open 
with the advent of warm weather 
and from May through September 
the aphids spew out to make their 
way to the fields, riding with 
prevailing winds. 
It’s during the period when the 
stem mothers are moving about 
the insect is most vulnerable to 
chemical controls, say experts. At 
this time, moderately toxic sprays 
can be used with a great deal of suc- 
cess.

It seems to 
depend on the wind to move 
around. 
Fortunately the prevailing 
wind in the valley blows west to 
east, which seems to have been 
a big factor so far. 
However. Coburn warns, a 
few days of an easterly wind 
cou ld c a u se som e rea l 
problems. 
So far now the danger still ex­ 
ists. The aphids are out there 
and quite capable of putting a 
large dent in lettuce produc­ 
tion. he said. And there doesn’t 
seem to be much that farmers 
can do except hope.

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35 nations sign 
Europe peace pact 


HELSINKI (UPI) — The summit leaders of 35 
nations today signed a solemn but controversial 
blueprint for peace and warmer human relations 
in a Europe divided by centuries of conflict. 
Led by the two Germanies, the 35 summit 
leaders from Western and Eastern Europe, the 
United States and Canada put their signatures in 
turn to a 400-page 30,000-word document they 
called the “final Act.’’ 
The order of signing was the- French 
alphabetical order of their countries President 
Ford of “Etats Unis” signed third. 
Soviet party leader Leonid I. Brezhnev, one of 
the last to sign, could be seen to shed tears. It 
was a moment of personal triumph for the Soviet 
leader, who had made a personal project of call­ 
ing the conference and getting the agreement 
signed. 
After the ceremony Brezhnev stopped for a 
moment and chatted with Ford and then with 
Secretary of State Henry A.Kissinger. 
The “Final Act” set down on paper the princi­ 
ples on which the nations agreed in more than 
two years of difficult talks, climaxed by a three- 
day summit meeting in Helsinki. 
It pledged the 35 nations morally and political­ 
ly, though without legally binding effect, to work 
for peace and removal of barriers to human con­ 
tacts on the European continent. 
The signing ceremony began at 5:10 p.m. (8:10 
a.m. PDT) in the big auditorium of Helsinki’s 
glistening white Finlandia House concert hall, 
where the summit talks were held. 
The summit leaders were seated in a long line 


at a specially constructed table running the full 
width of the hall. 
On the far right, looking toward the 900 other 
delegates, was West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, then East German Communist party 
First Secretary Erich Honecker, President Ford 
and Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
On the far left was Yugoslav President Tito 
Each summit leader had a card in front of him 
with his country’s name printed in French. 
The auditorium was jamm ed with 900 
delegates from the 35 countries. More than 600 
newsmen filled the gallery to capacity 
During a five-minute wait after the delegates 
entered. Ford leaned across Honecker to chat 
with Schmidt. The East German leader, who 
speaks no English, did not take part. 
At exactly 5:10 p.m. (8:10 a.m. PDT) 
Finland’s President Urho K. Kekkonen said in 
English, then in Finnish, “I now call the meeting 
to order The signing may now begin." 
Joel Pekuri of Finland, secretary general of 
the conference, walked silently across the 
carpeted floor with a red morocco leather case 
under his arm and handed it to Schmidt, the first 
to sign. 
He then returned and handed the documents to 
Honecker, then to Ford. 
He repeated this until each of the 35 summit 
leaders had signed the text, one signature to 
each page. 
, 
Last to receive them in French alphabetical 
order were Soviet Communist party General 
Secretary Leonid I. Brezhev (Union Sovietique) 
and Tito (Yugoslovie).

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
agriculture expert said today 
that in order to prevent a poten­ 
tial sharp rise in food prices, 
the government should dis­ 
courage grain dealers from 
making further sales to the 
Soviet Union until mid-Septem­ 
ber or October. 


John Schnittker, former un­ 
dersecretary of agriculture, 
testified that U.S. food prices 
could rise by as much as 10 per 
cent if this country’s crops are 
not as bountiful as hoped and if 
the Soviets buy as much as the 


19 million tons sold in 1972. 
Schnittker appeared before 
the Senate s permanent investi­ 
gations 
subcommittee 
which 
has been looking into the in­ 
flationary impact of the sale of 
wheat, barley and com to the 
Soviet Union. 
So far, the Russians have 
purchased 10 million tons from 
this country. Agriculture offi­ 
cials say they are expected to 
buy 4 million or 5 million tons 
more. 
The Agriculture Department 
has asked dealers, however, not 
to sell beyond the 10 million ton

federal pay boosts

Delmont Schumann, an unemployed Minneapolis offset printer, 
is not so sure Vice President Nelson Rockefeller needs an extra 
$5,000 in his paycheck this year. Or any high government official, 
for that matter. 
“I’m opposed to the whole thing,” he said of the newly passed 
pay increase. “Why should they get more money while I’m walking 
the streets? And Nelson Rockefeller has so much money he doesn’t 
need anything.” 


Most Americans, contacted Thursday by UPI in a random sur­ 
vey, were in no mood to accept the increases. 
Congress apparently was. It swiftly approved them this week. 
The new bill, if President Ford signs it as expected, gives 
Rockefeller, Speaker Carl Albert, and Chief Justice Warren 
Burger an extra $5,375 to add to their current $62,500 a year, begin­ 
ning Oct. 1. 
Cabinet members, now drawing $60,000 a year, and the Supreme 
Court members and the 535 senators and congressmen struggling 
along on $42,500 also will get a fatter paycheck. 
Their salaries have been frozen since 1969. 
Former President Nixon’s pension also will go up, but President 
Ford’s $200,000 annual salary remains the same. 
The increases are designed to keep government pay on a level 
with salaries in the private sector But that did little to soothe 
midstream America. 
“I think it’s lousy,” said M.W. Olson, a desk sergeant in the Salt 
Lake City Police Department. “Good God, they make more than 
they ought to now. The vice president makes all that money. For 
what? Sitting there holding a gavel in the Senate?” 


A1 Wurf, of Trenton, N. J a union legislative counsel, said the in­ 
creases are “totally deplorable.” 
“People here are literally in bread lines and the fat politicians 
are greedily taking money off the backs of workers.” 


In Jackson, Miss., Jane Metts, 23, an unemployment compen­ 
sation interviewer for the state, called the whole thing “a racket. 
“There are plenty of people who need it more ... Believe me, I 
speak from experience.” 


Greg Kranz, 42, a St. Paul, Minn., car salesman, said “all 
they’re doing is spending a lot of money we don’t have. 
“I’m getting along on the same salary I was making 10 years 
ago, why can’t they?” 
A few were sympathetic. 
“I think those jobs are all underpaid anyway,” said Herbert Pas- 
sin, chairman of the sociology department at Columbia University. 
He said an inadequate salary “leads to the kind of petty corruption 
that we sometimes see in high places.” 
Candy Harrell, 26, a New Orleans attorney , says “you need an in­ 
centive to keep competent people in those jobs. William Buelt, a 
St. Louis, Mo., mailman, says that “since their salaries have been 
frozen since 1969, it’s time for a raise.”

Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., 
said Thursday “ incredibly 
reliable” sources told him the 
Soviet harvest will be worse 
than anticipated — meaning 
Soviet demand for U.S. grain 
may still rise.

sugar refining companies were 
fined a total of $300.000 Thurs­ 
day when they pleaded no con­ 
test to price fixing charges 
brought by a federal grand jury. 
U. S. District Judge Robert 
Schnacke said he considered 
the surprise plea the same as a 
plea of guilty. 
The firms were indicted by a 
federal grand jury here last 
December. They are Holly 
Sugar Corp. of Colorado Spr­ 
ings, Colo., Great Western 
Sugar Co. of Denver. American 
Crvstal Sugar Co.. formerly of 
Denver but now in dissolution. 
Amalgamated Sugar Co. of 
Ogden. Utah, and Consolidated 
Foods Corp. of Chicago. 
California 
and Hawaiian 
Sugar was indicted at the same 
time but did not change its plea 
from one of innocent. 
H olly Sugar w as fined 
$100,000 and the others were 
fined $50.000 each. 
A ssistant U. S. Attorney 
Robert Staal asked the judge to 
impose the maximum fine of 
$50.000. Holly was the only com­ 
pany indicted on two counts.

NEW YORK (UPI) - New 
York City has frozen wages for 
public workers and ordered 
higher commuter fares and 
tolls 
But the financial com­ 
munity warns the city still 
faces a 50-50 chance of going 
broke within a month. 
New York City is the richest 
in the world The average in­ 
come, for every man, woman 
and child, is $11,638 The city's 
real estate is valued at $82 5 bil­ 
lion 
City residents pay the highest 
taxes in America, but get more 
public services than any other 
city. For more than a decade 
New York City has borrowed 
money to finance the services 
and is now $7 billion in debt. 
Banks refused to lend the city 
any more money unless the city 
tightens its belt. 
Over the past few weeks. 
New York City has tried to 
meet the banks' demands with 
an austerity program, in­ 
cluding: 
— Wage freezes for thousands 
of public workers. 
— Layoffs of thousands of 
public workers. 
— An increase in bus and sub­ 
way fares from 35 to 50 cents 
— An increase in the Staten 
Island ferry fare, traditionally 
a nickel, to 25 cents 
— A 25 per cent increase in 
fares on the area’s commuter 
railroads. 
— An increase of 25 cents in 
fares on eight bridges and tun­ 
nels that have fares. 
Mayor Abe Beame also an­ 
nounced Thursday a series of 
other austerity measures, in­ 
cluding one that could end free 


tuition in the city university 
system Beame asked the state 
to immediately take over the 
full cost of the city’s prison and 
court systems. 


While many other city unions 
went along with the rollback of 
wages, the police and fire un­ 
ions balked Beame asked the 
City Council to impose the 
freeze on them 


“There will be a wage freeze 
— if not voluntary, then im­ 
posed.” Beame said at a news 
conference 


“A deal was made sometime 
during the night which we were 
not a party to,” said Firemen’s 
union chief Michael Maye He 
said it would “force us into a

Police board won't open 


report on Kennedy murder 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The Police Commis­ 
sion has refused to make public the 10-volume 
police summary of the investigation into the as­ 
sassination of Sen. Robert K enney in 1968. 
The city attorney’s office advised Thursday 
that to release the study would violate the right 
of privacy of persons involved and would breach 
c o n fid e n tia l 
r e la tio n s h ip s , 
in c lu d in g 
relationships with other law enforcement agen­ 
cies, the commission said. 
But the commissioners took steps to set up 
other means of making public some of the file, 
such as replying to written questions. Police 
Chief Edward M. Davis immediately replied 
that even that would be going too far. 


There have been repeated calls in the last two 
years for a reopening of the investigation, most­ 
ly founded on supposed conflicts and ir­ 
regularities in the ballistic evidence that helped 
convict Sirhan B. Sirhan, now serving a life 
prison term for the assassination. 


The request for the file cam e from CBS-TV, 
form er New York Congressman Allard Lowens- 
tein - who has been pressing for a new in­ 
vestigation of the assassination - and Paul 
Schrade, a form er United Auto Workers official 
who was with Kennedy and was wounded in the 
forehead by the assassin. 
Schrade said he would announce today what 


further steps he would take. An attorney for CBS 
said he would file suit to force the release of the 
summary. 
.. 
Commission president Samuel Williams said 
the problem was to balance the “ fundamentally 
competing values” of the public s right to know 
about “ this supreme national tragedy” and the 
need to protect the confidentiality of police 
investigations. 
“ We have a desire to release whatever infor­ 
mation can be released without violating the 
rights of innocent citizens of this community and 
we hope to develop a forum and procedure for 
release of this inform ation,” Williams said. 
He said the commission instructed the city at­ 
torney to draw up a method by which some infor­ 
mation could be m ade public. 
The police chief said “ there is a lot of danger 
in even partial release of information. If witnes­ 
ses know that some or any part of what they ^ y 
might get out and put them in peril ... I think it 
would have a series adverse impact on our in­ 
vestigations in die future.” 
Such a procedure would soon spread to other 
cases, including the Manson Family murders, 
the decade-old unsolved “ Black D a h lia 
case 
and eventually burden the departm ent with an 
almost impossible process of going back into the 
solved and unsolved cases of the departm ent, 
Davis said

Rains missing drought areas

In this sum m er’s weather, it 
seems no one can win. Rain is 
falling where it’s not needed, 
and is nowhere in sight where 
farm livelihoods are depending 
(Ml it. 
Monsoon-like rains drenched 
portions of Florida for the 
fourth straight day Thursday. 
Vietnamese refugees covered 
themselves with plastic gar­ 
bage bags huddled in com ers of 
leaky tents at Eglin Air Force 
base, Fla., to keep dry. 
But in the nation’s drought- 
parched midlands, where farm ­ 
ers sorely needed a soaking rain 
to save scorched crops, the 
problem was quite the opposite. 
Heavy rains soaked south­ 
w estern K ansas and som e 
flooding was reported early 
'I^ursday. But forecasters said 
there was no rain in store for 
drought-stricken eastern Kan­ 
sas, where dry weather with­ 
ered corn crops. 
E arl Foote, president of the 
newly form ed Kansas Corn 
G ro w ers 
A sso c iatio n , e s ­ 
tim a te d th e d ro u g h t had 


destroyed 30 to 60 per cent of 
the state’s corn crop. 
Kansas agriculture officials 
term ed the association report 
too pessim istic but agreed crop 
dam age is approaching that of 
last year, when drought-burned 
corn w as plowed under for 
silage. 
South 
Dakota A griculture 
Departm ent Marketing Direc­ 
tor Dale Gullickson said some 
crops already w ere beyond 
help. 
“ It’s generally agreed we are 
definitely hurt. Some areas are 
beyond help and others can be 
helped to some degree.” he 
said 
The dry weather also cut into 
projected record corn yields in 
Iowa and Missouri. 
Sections of western Illinois 
for th e firs t tim e began 
reporting drought problem s. 
Dry weather also was begin­ 
ning to be a problem in portions 
of northern Illinois. 
Ohio A griculture D irector 
John Stackhouse said that if 
Ohio’s com and soybean fields 
don’t get rain within three to 


seven days there could be a 5 to 
15 per cent reduction in yield. 
Northwest Florida and Alaba­ 
ma had more rain than they 
could handle. 
Fifteen inches of rain fell in 
four days at Elgin AFB 
Refugees used plastic gar­ 
bage bags for raincoats, and the 
b a s e ’s dry clea n in g p lan t 
operated 24 hours a day drying 
blankets. But a form er South 
Vietnamese fighter pilot said 
the rain was not causing much 
concern 
“ No sweat, we have mon­ 
soons.” he said, recalling the 
w eather of his homeland. 
A tw ister raked a sparsely 
populated section of Key West, 
Fla., tearing out power lines 
and cutting off power to several 
m otels and the airport. No 
buildings were damaged and 
there were no injuries.

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Fluorocarbon gases

Spray can danger 
proven 


IRVINE, Calif. (UPI) — The scientists who 
first warned that some spray can propellants 
may be weakening the Earth’s shield against 
solar radiation said Thursday that government* 
ran experiments have proved their theory. 
In Washington, an environmental group, 
backed by three state governments, Thursday 
cited the same experiments in calling on the 
Food and Drag Administration to immediately 
ban fluorocarbons in spray can propellant gases. 
(Dr. Raymond McCarthy, director of the freon 
products laboratory of the Dupont Corp., a 
leading spray can manufacturer, said the studies 
do not support such a far ranging ban. 
"A ll they do is confirm that som e 
fluorocarbons rise into the upper atmosphere 
and are broken down by ultraviolet radiation," 
he said. "It would appear ill advised to disrupt 
the $3 billion aerosol industry and its tens of 
thousands of jobs and hundreds of small busines­ 
ses” until it can be proved that the breakdown 
actually destroys the zone shield layer, he said.) 
Fluorocarbon gases provide the spray power 
of about half the products that come in spray 
cans, including hairsprays and deodorants, and 
are also used in refrigeration systems. Many 
spray can products, such as paints and shaving 
cream s, employ hydrocarbon-based pro­ 
pellants, which are not involved in the dispute. 
Dr. F.S. Rowland and Dr. Mario J. Molina of 
UC Irvine were the first atmospheric scientists 
to warn that the fluorocarbon gases rise to great 
altitudes and break down the ozoneosphere, 20 to 
30 miles above the earth. 
The ozone layer shields the earth from some 
ultraviolet rays given off by the sun. An increase 
in ultraviolet radiation reaching the earth could 
cause a marked increase in skin cancer among 
humans, change weather patterns and cause 
other harmful effects, they said. 
Rowland and Molina said Thursday their 
theory, which they first published in June, 1974, 


scientists 


has since been confirmed by research teams 
from the National Center for Atmospheric 
Research and the National Oceanic and At­ 
mospheric Administration in Boulder, Colo. 
Balloons and rockets gathered air samples at 
altitudes from 12 to 30 miles high, they said. 
The samples proved that fluorocarbons rise in 
the atmosphere, they said, but found no sign of 
them at higher altitudes, proving they were 
broken down by the sun’s rays. When 
fluorocarbons break down, they give off 
chlorine, which destroys ozone. 
"One kind of fluorocarbon, FC-11, is decom­ 
posed almost completely by ultraviolet solar 
radiation between 12 and 18 miles, precisely as 
we predicted a year ago," said Rowland, a 
chemist. Another gas, FC-12, breaks down 
between 18 and 25 miles, he said. 
The most common fluorocarbon spray can gas 
is a mixture of FC-11 and FC-12, while FC-12 is 
the most commonly used refrigerator coolant. 
They said they believe the results too con­ 
clusive to ignore and justification for a ban on 
use of fluorocarbons in spray cans. 
In Washington, the Natural Resources defense 
Council, citing the same data, appealed to the 
FDA, saying it has the authority to "ban the use 
of over 90 per cent of these products sold in the 
United States and we believe it should exercise 
this power." The states of New York, Michigan 
and Oregon joined the appeal. 
The FDA power covers food, drugs and 
cosmetics. The same group lost a similar appeal 
last month to the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, which covers most other spray can 
products. The commission said more research is

FCC to react to proposal 
for religious program ban 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission is about to make its 
opening response to the most 
controversial proposal it has 
ever received — to ban "fun­ 
damentalist" religious pro­ 
grams from educational chan­ 
nels.

"The defense believes the gun 
he had in his pocket was the so- 
called nine millimeter gun." 
Garry said. 
He said the defense believes 
Krasenes gave the gun to 
Jackson so guards would have 
an excuse to kill the convict. 
"We have no way of proving 
this," Garry admitted. 
Prison officials have main­ 
tained the gun was given to 
Jackson by attorney Stephen 
Bingham who smuggled the 
weapon into San Quentin in a 
tape recorder. Bingham disap­ 
peared the day of the break and 
has never been located by 
authorities. 
Jackson, according to of­ 
ficials, slipped the gun under an 
Afro wig and later pulled it out 
in the maximum security ad­ 
justment center, setting off a 
chain of violence. 
The defendants in the trial in­ 
clude San Quentin inmates 


Fleeta Drumgo, 29, David 
Johnson, 28, John L. Spain. 25, 
Hugo Pinell, 31, and Luis 
Talamantez, 32. along with Wil­ 
lie Tate, 25, an inmate at the 
time of the violence but since 
paroled. 
Garry said there was no con­ 
spiracy on the part of the defen­ 
dants. 
As far as the inmates were 
concerned, Garry said, "no one 
knew what was going to happen 
and when things started to hap­ 
pen there was stark raving con­ 
fusion." 
Garry and defense attorney 
Michael Dufficy said that state 
prison operatives had wanted to 
kill Jackson as long ago as 1969 
or 1970. 
The charge was not new. 
Earlier this year, the chief 
deputy public defender for 
Marin County claimed law en­ 
forcement agencies conspired 
to set up the escape attempt.

Revolutionary Council voted 
Thursday to hand over power to 
the three junta generals —

calves. President Francisco da 
Costa Gomes and Military 
Security Chief Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho. 
The three left-wing generals 
then announced the formation 
of a new cabinet to replace a 
broad, left-of-center coalition 
that collapsed two weeks ago 


The junta said the names of 
the cabinet ministers would be 
released "in due time." but 
political sources said the 
members would mainly be 
Communists. Marxists and left- 
wing military men. 
The Socialists and Popular 
Democrats, the two largest 
parties in Portugal, pulled out 
of the cabinet 14 days ago to 
protest the increasing power of 
the Communists.

Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy. D-San Francisco, has 
voiced a desire to have the 
capital press corps move back 
into the Capitol. But Mansfield 
indicated the only available 
space, if any, would be in the 
adjacent office building now 
used primarily for legislative 
offices 


Lawmakers this month are 
expected to select a contractor 
for the work and to decide 
where they will meet for ses­ 
sions after October 
Mansfield said a portable 
building could be erected for

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - At 
least 3,000 positions “ probably” 
will have to be cut from the 
state Transportation Depart­ 
ment’s staff if the Brown ad­ 
ministration follows a policy of 
no new gasoline taxes and a 
lean program recommended by 
the Highway Commission. 
The prediction was made 
Thursday by Robert Best, chief 
deputy director of the 16,000- 
employe department, during an 
all-day commission workshop 
to help decide priorities for the 
state s paltry highway budget 
now that the era of massive 
new road building has ended 
Best told the commission that 
if it decided to do an adequate 
job of maintaining existing 
state roads it would be neces­ 
sary to reduce the depart­ 
ment’s staff by about 4,000 
employes. 
If the commission wanted to 
chop some money out of the 
maintainence program and use 
it to retain some project 
development staff, then the 
reduction would be less depend­ 
ing on how large the mainte- 
nence cut would be. 
At the most, the commission 
told Best, it would approve new 
projects costing a maximum 
$15 million in state planning

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
sharp jump in bombing inci­ 
dents attributed to terrorist 
groups this year indicates that 
such groups are increasing 
their activities in California, 
according to Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger. 
Younger Thursday reported 
there were 41 bombing inci­ 
dents attributed to terrorists 
during the first six months of 
this year compared to 19 for all 
of last year. 
“ The figures clearly indicate 
increasing activity by terrorist 
groups in California,” he said in 
a news release. 
"By its own admissions," 
Younger said, “ the New World 
Liberation Front (NWLF) ap­ 
pears to be the most active 
terrorist-type group in Califor­ 
nia.”

Must run, or else 
Stars wary of Steelers 


CHICAGO (UPI) — John McKay’s 1975 
College All-Star team faces an almost 
impossible task in trying to beat the 
Super Bowl champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers in tonight’s 42nd annual game 
between the best of the graduating col­ 
legians and the pro football titleholders. 
Yet, the All-Stars have won nine times 
in the series and McKay’s team two 
years ago came close to an upset victory, 
losing by a 14-3 count to the Miami 
Dolphins. 
“ We’re going to try to exploit the Pitt­ 
sburgh defense,” said McKay, the 
Southern California coach making his se­ 
cond appearance as All-Star leader. 
“ Most teams couldn’t do that last year 
against this club, but we’re certainly go­ 
ing to try to do it.” 
' Exploitation of the Pittsburgh defense 
meant running, and the chance for suc­ 
cess seemed slim unless the Steelers go 
into the game with a ho-hum attitude. 
Pittsburgh held the Minnesota Vikings 
to only 17 yards rushing in the Super 


Bowl and ranked among the NFL’s 
toughest defensive clubs. 
“ If we can’t run, it’ll be almost impos­ 
sible to protect the passer,” McKay said, 
“ because they’ll know he’s going to pass 
and just tee off on him. If we can’t 
protect the passer, we have very little 
chance. 
“ If we can play real solid defense and 
get a break or two, we have a chance for 
victory.” 
The Steelers were a 17-point favorite to 
rack up the 10th straight victory and the 
30th over all for the pros in the series 
While McKay rated his All-Star 
defense as “ solid,” it has had no scrim­ 
maging during the training camp. 
“ I think I’m going to face some 
receivers that are better than any I faced 
in college,” free safety Marvin Cobb 
said. “ But it’s still a football game and 
I’ll still have the same assignment and 
the same job I had in college. 
“ There are so many different kinds of 
coverage, and mostly the free safety’s 


main responsibility is pass and with the 
pros I think more so even than in college. 
They pass a lot.” 
The All Star offense will be geared to 
quarterback Steve Bartkowski from 
California, nominated by McKay to 
start, with Steve Joachim of Temple in 
reserve. 
Stan Winfrey of Arkansas State was to 
start at fullback and carry the load of 
protecting the quarterback on pass 
plays, while Walter Payton, if healthy, 
was expected to start at running back. 
Payton has been suffering from a swol­ 
len right elbow and could see only part- 
time action. McKay planned, though, to 
get every one of his 52-player squad into 
the game unless some are unable to play 
because of injury. 
The game, expected to draw around 
50,000 fans, will be nationally televised 
with the Chicago area blacked out. The 
weather forecast called for high 
temperatures, but neither McKay nor 
Pittsburgh coach Chuck Noll figured the 
heat would have an effect on the contest. 
Hot temper expensive, 
but helps Tom's game 


HARRISON, N.Y. (UPI) - There are 
a lot of four-letter words in Tom 
Weiakopf’s vocabulary, but “ gosh” and 
“ darn” never have been known to be 
among them. 
Weiskopf is one of the most 
temperamental men on the pro golf tour, 
and over the years his temper has cost 
him. 
During one month last year, it cost him 
$2,500. 
But when Weiskopf wins, as he did last 
week in the Canadian Open, he can be a 
model of decorum. He’s acting that way 
again today, following a six-under-par 36 
lliursday that left him a stroke off Rik 
Massengale’s first-round lead in the 
Westchester Golf Classic, but that 
facade isn’t guaranteed to last. 
“ As much as my temper has hurt me, 
it has helped me even more so,” 
Weiskopf said. 
“ I don’t like mediocrity, and I express 
myself very openly. If I held things in­ 
side of me, I’d have ulcers by now—and I 
wouldn’t be playing golf.” 
Nobody can accuse Weiskopf erf keep­ 
ing things bottled up. 
Last year he was fined $1,000 after 
playing hockey on a green at the PGA 
Championship, batting a ball around a 
half-dozen or so times. A few days after 
that fine was announced, he refused to 
sign his scorecard following a bad round 
in the World Open. That time the fine 
was $1,5$0. 
“ I just can’t stand there when I’ve hit 
a baa shot and say something like, ‘Oh 
golly, gee, wasn’t that too bad?’” 


Weiskopf said. 
“ I say those four-letter words to 
myself, the public can’t hear them. I get 
mad, and I get myself going. That’s my 
personality. That’s the way God made 
me. I’m sorry I can’t please everybody.” 
Right now Weiskopf is playing good 
golf. He suffered through a frustrating, 
winless 1974 after winning seven times, 
including the British Open, in 1973. He 
finally won again in April in Greensboro, 
finished a stroke behind Jack Nicklaus in 
the Masters, then beat Nicklaus in a 
sudden-death playoff for the Canadian 
Open title on Sunday. A victory here, 
even though Nicklaus isn’t in the field, 
would put Weiskopf in the perfect frame 
of mind for next week’s PGA Cham­ 
pionship. 
“ I’m playing very, very well,” he said. 
Only a bogey at the 15tn hole, where he 
missed the green with a long approach 
shot, kept Weiskopf from catching Mas- 
sengale on Thursday. 
Massengale, a career struggler who 
won for the first time in six years at Tal­ 
lahassee, Fla., last April, one-putted 
nine times to fashion his 65 on a hot, 
muggy day. Massengale was using an 
old, wooden-shafted, mallet-head putter 
his caddy gave him during his slump last 
winter. 
“ I haven’t had a bad putting week 
since I got it,” he said. 
Jerry Pate, last year’s U.S. Amateur 
champion who’s making his U.S. pro 
debut in this $250,000 tournament, was 
tied for third at 67, five under, with Tom­ 
my Aaron and Pat Fitzsimons.

The annual football civil war known as 
the Santa Barbara County North-South 
All-Star Game has raised more than 
$80,000 for the county’s Boys Clubs, and 
it has also raised some gray hairs on the 
heads of North coaches and fans. 
The game is a showcase for the best 
freshly-graduated seniors from the 
North (Lompoc, Cabrillo, Righetti, 
Santa Maria, Santa Ynez and St. Joseph) 
and South (Santa Barbara, San Marcos, 
Dos Pueblos, Bishop Diego, and Car­ 
pintería). 
It seems that in the previous four 
meetings between the two county 
cousins, there have been two winners 
each year — the Boys Clubs and the 
South All-Stars. 
The South has prevailed 32-6, 7-3, 35-0 
and 19-14 (the ’71 and ’72 games were SB 
County vs. Ventura County). 
Whether the North can prevent the 
South from rising again is a question that 
will be answered tomorrow night. 
Kickoff time is 8 p.m. (pre-game show at 
7:25) at scenic La Playa Stadium, the 
only place where fans can watch the 
moon shimmering on the Pacific Ocean. 
Coaches of both squads tend to 
downplay the South’s winning streak. 
But local regional pride being what it is, 
you know the North folks aren’t proud of 
the losses. 
“ I don’t think that they’re worried 
about the tradition,” said North coach 
Ray Coldiron of his team, which has been 
drilling at Righetti High the past two 
weeks. The South worked out at Dos 
Pueblos. 
“ We’re not trying to save the North or 
save the world,” continued Coldiron. 
“ We’ll just try to play our ballgame ” 
The South got a bad break, literally, 
when would-be starting quarterback 
Chuck Melendez broke a bone in his pass­ 
ing hand Wednesday. South coach Dick 
Mires had planned a wide-open passing 
attack led by the talented Melendez 
(DP), but now must rely on Pete O’Gar- 
ro (SB), who has a rifle arm but not as 
much experience as Melendez. 
But even without Melendez, and in­ 
jured North stars (Bruce Filarsky 
(broken bone in foot) and Ken 
Stonebarger (strep throat), the game 
will not be lacking in outstanding in­ 
dividual talent. 
Four South players and three North 
players earned All-CIF honors last 
season. 
Lompoc’s Joe Miliate, one of eight 
Lompoc Valley athletes who have earned 


starting spots for tomorrow, was an AU- 
CIFer, along with Chris Paola and Gib- 
bey Foss from Santa Ynez. 
And the South can boast of All-CIFers 
Jim Odoms (DP), Don Greaver (Carp), 
Tony DeAlba (Carp), and A1 Espinoza 
(Bishop), as well as talented defensive 
back Steve Dudley (SB). 
Dudley and Odoms are fresh from a 
successful appearance at the Shrine 
Pr»n Classic 
Odoms is familiar to Valley fans, hav­ 
ing played against Lompoc and Cabrillo 
several times. The much-respected 
nose guard is the most recognizeable 
player mi the field, built like Mean Joe 
Greene — if Greefte had just spent an 
hour under a pile-driver. 
Odoms will go nose-to-nose with North 
center Jam es Kirkland, a Lompoc 
product. The two have met before, dur­ 
ing the past season, and though Kirkland 
spotted Odoms about 40 pounds, the 
Lompocan managed to come away with 
what a few experts termed at least a 
standoff. 
The North is expected to rely heavily 
on its ground game. 
“ We think our strength is our three or 
four good backs,” said Coldiron. “Our 
goal is to get the ball to our fastest peo­ 
ple and try to get them one-on-one with 
someone.” 
The fast people are slotback Ernie 
Hutchinson (Cab), fullback George 
Sampson (Rig), and tailback Cliff 
“ Fish” Wilson (SM). Greg Riehle of St. 
Joseph will be at quarterback in the 
wishbone formation, which will change 
to a spread set on passing downs. 
The North also has a definite bomb- 
reception threat in tight end Marc 
Swenson (Rig). 
Hutchinson and Wilson will run back 
kickoffs; the dangerous Foss will handle 
punts. 
Kicking is a North plus, with John 
Almaguer (SM) capable of field goals up 
to 40 yards.

Raiders lose 
drug trial, 
pay $91,500 


OAKLAND (UPI) - A superior court 
jury Thursday found the Oakland 
Raiders and their team doctor guilty of 
administering drugs to a former 
linebacker and awarded him a total of 
$91,500 in damages. 
The jury of seven women and five men 
found that the Raiders and general 
manager A1 Davis breached the contract 
of Terry Mendenhall, former star line­ 
backer from San Diego State, and that 
the team physician, Dr. R. Graham 
Reedy, 
“ unlawfully furnished” him 
with dangerous drugs in 1972. 
The jury also found that the Raiders 
and Dr. Reedy jointly concealed 
Mendenhall’s true physical condition 
when he was traded to the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals at the beginning of the 1973 
season. 
Mendenhall, now working on a govern­ 
ment conservation project in La Motte, 
Que., said he was “ tickled at the 
verdict— I feel that justice has been 
done.” 
Mendenhall had originally asked for $9 
million in damages, but Superior Judge 
Lyle Cook made legal rulings that cut the 
amount to $2 million before the case 
went to the jury at the end of a three-and- 
a-half week trial. 
It was alleged during the trial that 
Mendenhall was given pain pills before a 
game with the San Diego Chargers on 
Oct. 1,1972, that caused him to “ violent­ 
ly crash into play” and injure his knee. 
The jury dismissed charges against 
Raider Coach John Madden and team 
trainer George Anderson.

The pay raise 


In their usual fun and games 
manner, the Congress of the 
United States rushed through a 
$50 million dollar measure this 
week boosting their own 
salaries along with those of 
the vice president, chief 
ju stic e , H ouse sp e ak e r, 
Supreme Court members and 
other highly-paid civil ser­ 
vants. 
They can now go on their 
month-long August recess 
secure in the knowledge that 
they are not underpaid. 
It is not a pay raise, in the 
usual sense. It is a cost-of- 
living adjustment that will run 
ad infinitum. Whenever the 
cost-of-living goes up, all of 
these officials will, forever, 
get increases in salary. 
Rep. Robert Lagomarsino 
was among those who voted 
against the pay increase. He 
termed the procedure an 
“ underhanded move.” 
“ We were supposed to be 
working on an energy bill, but 
when I got to the floor they

were voting to suspend the 
rules and pass a cost-of-living 
raise for congressmen, judges 
and high-level government ex­ 
ecutives. The amendment 
wasn’t even germane to the 
bill,” said the congressman. 
That’s the way they do it in 
the halls of Congress — fun 
and games. 
“ At a time when the country 
is trudging to get out of a 
recession, Congress seems 
more interested in helping 
itself than in solving our real 
i s s u e s , ” 
C o n g r e s s m a n 
Lagomarsino com m ented 
yesterday. “ If the raise is 
justified, why did they short­ 
cut the usual procedures? I 
think the people are going to 
be outraged, and I can’t say I 
blame them.” 
The measure has yet to be 
signed by President Ford, cur­ 
rently in Europe. If we are tru­ 
ly outraged, and we believe we 
are, let’s bombard our Presi­ 
dent with our feelings im­ 
mediately. 


Solzhenitsyn's questions 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The great 
Russian writer. Alexander Solzhenitsyn, 
author of “ The Gulag Archipelago,” has 
raised questions which require answers. 
— Have we the right to recognize and 
therefore sanctify the Russian conquest 
of Eastern Europe, meaning that we en­ 
dorse the slavery imposed on the peoples 
of E a st G erm any, 
P olan d, 
H ungary, 
Rumania. 
Bulgaria, 
E s t o n ia , L a t v ia , 
Czechoslovakia and 
L ith u an ia, 
pledge 
ourselves to interfere 
in no way and urge 
these people to obey 
their foreign con­ 
querors — thoughts 
clearly implied in the 
language of the Euro­ 
pean security treaty 
we are about to sign? 


It is not only the question of morality 
as raised by Solzhenitsyn. Is it 
reasonable to thus bind ourselves, when 
Russia, through its “ wars of national 
liberation principle.” reserves the right, 
as in Portugal, to change the govern­ 
ments of the free world when the oppor­ 
tunity offers? 


— Does a treaty on strategic arms 
limitation with a totalitarian power such 
as Russia have any validity? That is, is 
there any conceivable chance the treaty 
will be lived up to by a country where 
public opinion has no power to question, 
where secrecy is so great there is no way 
to verify cheating, and nothing which can 
be done if cheating is discovered? Have 
we thus been wrong in assuming that self 
interest would cause the Russians to 
agree to reasonable treaties and to keep 
treaties (Mice signed? 


— Is it possible to negotiate with a 
totalitarian power without a dangerous 
and inevitable relaxation of caution on 
our part? 


— Do we betray the enslaved people of 
the Soviet Union when we agree to as­ 
sistance programs for that country 
without demanding more freedom in 
return? * 
— Finally, and crucially, Solzhenitsyn 
asks whether this world can exist half sl­ 
ave and half free. 
Is this writer-historian wrong when he 
says that morality should be of prime

Indira Gandhi has one of the weaknes­ 
ses of Richard Nixon, to wit a curdling 
sanctimoniousness Nobody in the whole 
wide world has behaved more self- 
righteously than she over the years, so 
that now that she betrays the expedien- 
tial nature of her devotion to human 
rights, she is getting very severe treat­ 
ment — from quarters 
that, in the past, have 
been guilty of extreme 
unction toward India. 
One should note, 
however, that the lady

off a very nice crack 
the other day, speak­ 
ing to what is left of 
the press in India, 
when she remarked 
that, after all, there 
were only a thousand or so Indians 
behind bars; that perhaps if she in­ 
creased that number a thousand-fold 
western statesmen and intellectuals 
would treat her regime as enthusiastical­ 
ly as they treat Mao Tse-tung’s. Touche. 


The Indian problem has diverted atten­ 
tion from the Chile problem. When last 
heard from, Augusto Pinochet abruptly 
suspended his government’s invitation to 
a United Nations human rights group to 
come into the country and investigate 
the treatm en t th ere of p olitical 
prisoners. Pinochet’s disinvitation was a 
great act of awkwardness, throwing his 
entire diplomatic corps into disarray. 
But here is an inside story, as received 
from an Argentinian who has known San­ 
tiago for years and was there when it all 
happened, and whose own sympathies 
are both anti-Allende and anti-the cur­ 
rent regime. 
1. Pinochet is an unusual man, 
separated psychologically from the 
tradition of the popular leader who seeks 
to curry favor. He is more like Salazar 
than like Indira Gandhi. S ala za r 
governed Portugal according to his own 
lights, paid not a moment’s attention to 
foreign criticism, yet sought to maintain 
standards of his own. Unlike, say, the 
Papa Docs who rule only to slake their 
own thirst for power, Salazar was moved 
by a private vision. Pinochet is of this 
breed. 


concern in foreign affairs, an attitude 
downgraded severely since the days of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles? 
We wait in vain for someone to answer 
Solzhenitsyn — that he is right, or wrong. 
Yet these are questions which must be 
dealt with. Our security and that of much 
of the free world depend on coming up 
with the correct solutions. 


Yet no one has answered. Not Presi­ 
dent Ford. Not Henry Kissinger. Not 
even Daniel Moynihan, our outspoken 
ambassador to the United Nations, who 
usually shows no reluctance to comment 
on any subject under the sun. 
Kissinger has instead resorted to the 
most abominable of tactics. He has 
taken one small section of Solzhenitsyn’s 
AFL-CIO speech and distorted it unmer­ 
cifully. By playing on the suffering 
Solzhenitsyn has gone through and by 
emphasizing the man’s greatness as a 
novelist, he seeks to evade the fact that 
Solzhenitsyn is, most certainly in “ The 
Gulag Archipelago,” a historian of note, 
whose attention to research and minute 
detail, and whose passion for prime 
sources, is superior to that shown in the 
works of most modem historians, in­ 
cluding Kissinger at his best. 
Curiously, however, Kissinger the 
historian, is a good deal closer to 
Solzhenitsyn in his analysis of Russia, 
than is Kissinger the secretary of State, 
a fact noted with some bafflement by 
some of Kissinger’s old academic as­ 
sociates.

A fugitive since spring, 
he has been ruled an outlaw by provision 
of an 1866 Carolina statute which 
declares that “ any citizen of the state 
may capture, arrest or bring him to 
justice, and in case of flight or resistance 
by him. after being 
called on and warned 
to surrender, may slay 
him without accusa­ 
tion of any crime.” 
In short, it’s open 
season on Arthur Par­ 
rish; he’s wanted by 
the police, dead or 
alive. 
Once every state in 
America had outlaw 
provisions. Lacking 
m an p o w e r 
an d 
mobility, early peace 
officers regularly declared suspected 
criminals “ outside the protection of the 
law.” The idea then was to simplify the 
morality of civilian vigilantism. Since 
the fugitives were not entitled to legal 
considerations, even though they may 
not have been convicted of any crime, 
citizens could shoot them on sight, 
secure in the knowledge the killings were

responsible and socially desirable. 
Today only North Carolina clings to 
the frontier spirit. A few other states do 
retain the right to declare traitors out­ 
side the law, but only North Carolina 
provides the punishment for any felon. 
It's not used often, but police say it’s 
usually used effectively. One study in­ 
dicates that of 19 men declared outlaws 
in the past decade, only Arthur Parrish 
remains at large. Two others committed 
suicide, while the rest surrendered, as 
one police detective explains, “ because 
they damn well knew what was good for 
them.” 
Besides its successes, the outlaw 
statute has been used with judicious in­ 
telligence. Leaving aside the fact that 
black fugitives are said to suffer the 
matter disproportionately, the kind of 
suspects affected have usually been 
judged genuine public menaces. Parrish, 
for example, is wanted in connection 
with a grocery store murder in which the 
victim had his head cut almost off and 
his body then left overnight in a 
refrigerated meat room. 
Yet for all the care with which the 
statute has been invoked, it smells to 
many here of barbarism. State legislator 
M.C. Michaux, Jr., for one, says the 
provision is “ clearly unconstitutional” 
because it denies the accused the right to 
due process: “ If you read the law it’s as 
broad as all outdoors. It says that any 
felon is subject. That means, I suppose, 
if you got a guy who embezzled $10,000 
from a judge somewhere, that judge 
might be. angry enough to invoke out­ 
lawry. That hasn’t happened, of course, 
but I’m talking about implications. The 
implications are enormous. 
Largest of the implications, perhaps, 
is that concerning the propriety of allow­ 
ing any farmer with a gun the right to 
plink away with impunity at human be­ 
ings. “ Suppose you’ve got a grudge 
against somebody,” says one policeman, 
“ and that somebody vaguely resembles 
somebody else just declared an outlaw. 
Who is to question your motives if you 
shoot away and then just plead mistaken 
identity?” 
Fears of this sort have helped raise the 
consciousness of the outlaw m atter 
throughout the state. But thus far to no 
conclusion except the status quo. The 
last meeting of the legislature was 
divided on a repeal bill, the House 
decisively for it and the Senate 35-10 
against. Michaux is hopeful for passage 
next time around, probably in 1977, but 
many feel otherwise. North Carolinians 
are not noted for being soft on thuggery 
(there are 82 people in the death house 
here), and in fact the majority may 
agree with the summation of criminal 
rights recently uttered by a prosecutor 
hunting a cop killer: “ If we catch him, 
and catch him alive. I’m going to try him 
for his life, and may God have mercy on 
his soul!” 
Meanwhile, everybody continues to 
look for Arthur Parrish. Some feel he has 
fled the state. But others surmise he has 
done what anyone would do in his rather 
risky circumstances: “ Go on welfare, 
drop out of sight, accept no calls, and 
grow a hell of a shaggy beard.” 


According to one report, he has 
developed intimate relations with one or 
two men who believe fanatically that 
Chile needs to be reborn. That the whole 
experience of Allende has set back 
political democracy for a generation. 
That the awful inflation that undermined 
the nation’s free institutions has to be 
purged by a period of corporate remorse. 
The annealing experience of many years 
of self-abnegation is required to bring 
Chile back to where it can, once again, 
indulge genuine political freedom. These 
advisers were important influences on 
Pinochet. They insisted that the U.N. 
committee was irrelevant, and in any 
case predetermined to find the worst in 
Chile and magnify foreign opposition. 
Pinochet followed their advice. 
2. But the Rasputins were not alone in 
influencing Pinochet. Several legal ad­ 
visers had taken offense at the activities 
of the U.N. committee. When the agree­ 
ment was reached last winter to admit 
that committee, it had been carefully 
specified that it was to investigate only 
the present state of freedom in Chile, not 
the activities of the ruling junta during 
the weeks that immediately followed the 
overth row of A llen de. C ounter­ 
revolutions tend to be brutal, and 
regimes should not, generally, be judged 
by excesses that are uncharacteristic of 
that regime when its power has con­ 
solidated. 
It appears that the U.N. committee 
violated its agreement to the extent of 
having preliminary conversations with 
men who had been thrown out of Chile as 
long ago as a year. Pinochet’s legal ad­ 
visers insisted that their witness was 
bound to be distorted, and that the U.N.’s 
interest in their testimony suggested the 
turn the committee would take: the 
searching out of two-year-old horror 
stories for the purpose of circularizing 
information no longer relevant. 
The lawyers may have been technical­ 
ly correct, but Pinochet’s act was 
grievously wrongheaded — if indeed the 
situation in Chile is better than it was 
during the few weeks following Allende’s 
overthrow. As things now stand, the 
whole world is entitled to assume that 
torture and arbitrary imprisonment in 
Chile continue, and that any d is­ 
interested investigation would publicize 
the fact. 
Pinochet, my informant reports, has 
succeeded in doing himself the ultimate 
disadvantage: he has made his govern­ 
ment out to look worse than it actually 
is. Perhaps in doing so he seeks that self­ 
mortification the mystics are urging on 
him. But it is rough on Chile, and one 
hopes he will in due course lift that 
suspension, and let the U.N. committee 
go in. If he were to do so now it would be 
in wonderful contrast with India’s awe­ 
inspiring gall in asking members of the 
free press to become accomplices in the 
creeping totalitarianization of her 
country.
